Office, or Place, or Lift himſelfe as a

And to- the end there may be as full 

diſcoveryas can be made of ſuehasſhall, 

contrary tothisour Proclamation, be ſo 
liſted mto Our ſervice, Wedoe ſtraight- 
ly command and charge all officers aad 
Souldiers, whoſball beentred or lifted for 
this Our ſervice, That upon the firſt 
Muſter-day after they ſhall be fo Lifted, 

they rake the-Oathes of, Supremacy and 
Allegiance,boch which Weſball cake care

{hall be tendered uato them according to 
the Law, throughout Qur Army. And 
[fany ſhall continue his name 1n thoſe 
Lifts, and yet ſhall refuſe the faid cathes, 
Weſhall not only caſhiere them, but alſo 
otherwiſe proceed againſt them,accord- 
ing to the Law. Ly 11 
And.as We: ſhall be carefull that all 
Our officers and Souldiers1{hall be duly 
payed, thatthere' be no occaſionor pre- 
tence of neceſsity amonegft. them to 'bur- 
then any of Qur Subjects,So Wedo hereby 
ſtraightly Charge and Command, Thar 
none of the ſaid Officers,or Souldeers, pre- 
ſumeto take any thing fromanyof Our 
good Subjects without due payment for 
the ſame, nor commtany valawfull Vis 
olenceor Qurrage-' And toall theſe Qur 
Commands Weexpet a-ftrit& Obedience 
of all Our Subjects whom 1t may con- 
cern, as they wall anſwer the contrary 
f at

 'carefullchae by this Our neceſlary ſer- 
vice, Qur Subjects ſhould notinany. de- 
gree ſufferorbe wronged, ſo We doe ex- 
pectandrequire, That all Qur Sheriffes, 
Juſticesof Peace, Majors , Bayliffes, and 
all other Our officers and Subjects, 
ſhould uſe thar beſt endeavours, as there 
{hall be occaſion, for the aſsiſtance and 
convenent'fupphesof Our fad officers, 
andSouldiers, witfſuch things as ſhall 
be neceſſary and fit for them; atreaſonable
